The holder of 
the office exposes himself to the 
danger of failing his year, and his 
responsibilities discourage those 
who would seek the position for 
prestige, leaving as contenders men 
of action.

THE RED CROSS 

The work of the Canadian Red Cross Society dur- 
ing the war years is well known to everyone. Since 
then the Society has been’ engaged in a full peace- 
time program. 

The services performed by the Red Cross in 
Canada and in the war-torn countries of the world 
are many and varied. Here are some of the chief 
services made possible in Canada by money sub- 
scribed to the, Red Cross. 

1, The providing of a supply of blood for trans- 
fusion to every hospital throughout Canada, so that 
when a transfusion Is necessary, there will be no 
delay (as there has been in the past) in obtaining the 
right type of blood for the patient. No charge will 
be made by any hospital to any patient for the 
blood or for the transfusion, 


2. The provision of a Nursing Service in many 
of those far distant points in Canada, which now 
are without a hospital, a doctor or a nurse. 


3 Aid to veterans—sick, disabled or needy— in- 
cluding maintenance ‘of hostels to assist relatives 
visiting them in hospitals, and the provision of all 
facilities for the teaching of Arts and Crafts in D.V.A. 
hospitals. ay) 


4. Courses in Swimming and Water Safety aimed 
to cut down the present rate of over 1,000 drownings 
in Canada each year, The Red Cross Water Safety 
Instructors’ Course is now taught as a regular part 
of the curriculum in the Department of Physical 
Education at McGill. , 


5, Disaster relief, at any time, at any place in 
Canada. This service brings emergency shelter, food, 
fuel, clothing and medical aid wherever it is needed. 


This work, in addition to the relief work in the 
war-torn countries of the world, is being carried on 
with undetermined vigor, It is true to state that the 
Canadian Red Cross, not only for its war-time accom- 
plishments but for its achievements and plans for 
peace, is considered by the officers of the other. Red 
Cross Societies of the world to be at the very top 
in regard to efficiency and vision in carrying out 
the world-wide Red Cross slogan, namely, in time 
of peace or war to promote and assist in work for 
the improvement of health, the prevention of disease 
and mitigation of suffering. 


To carry on this great work, the Red Cross needs 
the wholehearted support of the people of Canada. 
This week, you, as students of McGill University, 
are being given an opportunity to do your share.

The Ravel Toccata played with 
incredible dexterity and brilliance brought to an 
end this very exciting recital. 

Mr. Chotem played three encores at the insistence 
of his enthusiastic audience. The entire performance 
was broadcast by the CBC International Service to 
all Latin American countries.

The second in the series of three 
recitals of Beethoven sonatas by the 
eminent French painist, Loyonnet, 
presénted last night at the Gesu 
Hall, was, if such a thing is con- 





ceivable, an even greater musical 
triumph than the first recital. 


M. Loyonnet presented three of 
the most renowned of the 32 sona- 
tas, the “Waldstein” or “Aurore”, 
Op. 53, the “Appasionata”, Op. 57, 
and the sonata in F major, Op. 78. 


A complete review of the three 
recitals will appear in Friday's 
Daily following the last one. 

Undoubledly the foremost musi- 
cal event of the season, M, Loyon- 
net’s recital Thursday should not 
be missed by any music lover. On 
the program are the "Les Adieux" 
sonata. Op. 8la, and the sonatas 
Op. 108 and Op 111, If the previous 
recitals are to be held as a criter- 
ion for the remaining one to come, 
these great works will receive me- 
ticulous, exciting, unforgetable per- 
formances. M. Loyonnet does not 
at all times follow the most minute 
instruction of the composer exactly, 
but the frank sincerity of his inter- 
pretations cannot but be admired 
and respected.
